Oleaginous liniment. 


Take neat’s foot oil, a pint; Venice turpentine, 
two ounces; Cattile ‘foap, three drachms;: mix 
them together for ufe. 

The faponaceous liniment, and the volatile lini- 
ment, are both ‘made as directed in the Supple- 
ment. Sometimes.a fourth part of liquid laudanum 
is added to the volatile Jiniment. 


Diureti¢e lixivium.

Take twelve ounces of ammoniacum milk ¢ 
fyrup of {quills, four ounces.—A large f{poonful is 
to be taken when the fhortnefs of breath is trouble- 
fome. 

Antiemetic mixture. 

Take of the faline mixture, half a pint; of 
liquid Jaudanum, adrachm,—The dofe, two large 
fpoonfuls every {ix hours. ani 


Mixture for the venereal difeafe. 

Take of corrofive fublimate, twelve grains; of 
brandy, twenty-four ounces; Jet the mercury dif- 
folve of itfelf, and take a large {poonful, twice in a 
day, in water. This medicine has been ufed 
with fuccefs in the military hofpitals, but is rather 
uncertain in its effect, the quantity of mercury in- 
troduced into the conftitution being fo extremely 
fmall.

Take of the infufion of cafcarilla, half a pints 
of oxymel of fquills, one ounce.

Take three pints of linfeed oil, two pounds of 
yellow wax, and melt the wax in the oil. 


The Common Cerate. 


‘Take two pints of the common plaifter and 
unguentum nutritum; and one part of black bafi- 
licon ; and melt them together. 


The Saponaceous Cerates 


Take a pound of litharge in fine powder, a 
gallon of the fharpeft vinegar, half a pound of 
taftile foap, ten ounces of wax, a pint of olive 
oil. Diffolve two ounces of the foapin a quart 
of the vinegar, mix with the litharge, and evapo-

Another Specific Electuary. 

Take lenitive eletuary, and alkalized mercury, 
each an ounce; gum olibanum half an ounce; balfam 
copaiva, and fyrup of rofes, each half an ounce ; 

The dofe of either of thefe 
ele€tuaries is the quantity of a nutmeg every night 
and morning : they are ufually given in complaints 
arifing from a veneral caufe.

‘Thefe bodies are firft to be pounded in.a mortar, 
then levigated with a little water upon a hard and 
{mooth marble into an impalpable powder, after- 
wards dried upon a chalk-ftone, and then fet by for 
a few days in fome warm, or, at leaft, a very dry 
place. 

After this manner are to be reduced into powders 
amber; antimony; bezoar, which fhould be levi- 
gated with fpirit of wine inftead of water; blood- 
ftone; calamine, firft calcined for the ufe of the - 
makers of brafs; chalk; coral; crabs claws; crabs 
eyes ; ego-fhells, firft feparated from the membrane 
adhering tothem by boiling in water; oyfter-fhells, 
firit cleanfed; pearls, verdigreafe, tutty. 

In antimony, calamine, and tutty, fingular care 
ought to be taken to reduce them into the moft 
fubtle powder poffible. 


3 Cummin cataplafm. 

Take of cummin feeds, half a pound; bay ber- 
ries, the leaves of water germander dried, Vir- 
ginia {nake root, of each three ounces; of cloves, 
onsounce. With honey equal to thrice the weight 
of the fpecies powdered make a cataplafm. 


The purification, or trying of bog’s-lard, and mut- 
ton [uet. 
Melt them by a gentle fire with the addition of 
a little water, after they have been firft chopt into 
fmall pieces; and then ftrain them from the mem- 
branes intermixed, 


Volatile 
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Kolatile epithem. 


‘Take equal weights of common turpentine, and 
of fpirit of fal armoniac. Stir the turpentine in ‘a 
mortar, and gradually drop in the fpirit, till the 
whole is reduced to a white mafs. i 


Liliftering epithem. 

Take of cantharides reduced to a very fine pow- 
der, and of wheat flower, equal weights; witha 
fufficient quantity of vinegar, make them into a 
patte. 

The purification of viper’s fat. 

Melt the fat, firft feparated from the inteftines, 
with a gentle heat, and then ftrain it out through 
a thin cloth, 

Mercurial cerate. 

Take yellow wax, tried hog’s-lard, of each half 
a pound; of quickfilver, three ounces; of the 
fimple balfam of fulphur, adrachm. Melt the wax 
with the lard; then add them gradually to the 
quickfilver firft well divided by the balfam of ful- 
pour. 

Epulotic cerate. 


Take of oil olive, a pound; yellow wax, and 
prepared calamine, of each half a pound. Melt the 
wax with the oil, and, as foon as the mixture be- 
gins to congeal, fprinkle in the calamine, and ftir 
all well, till the cerate is quite cold. 


The clarifying of honey. 
Liquify the honey, by fetting the veffel contain- 


ing the honey into hot water;.and let the fcum, 
that rifes, be taken off. | 


Yellow 
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Yellow cerate. 


Take of yellow bafilicon, half a pound ; of yel- 
low wax, anounce. Melt them together, 


White cerate. 


Take of oil olive, four ounces in meafure ;, of 
white wax, four ounces in weight; of fperma- 
‘ceti, halfan ounce in weight. Melt all together, and 
ftirthem well, till the cerate is quite cold. - 


Baking of fquills. 
Inclofe the fquill in pafte of wheat flower, 
having firft feparated the outer {kin, and the baid 
part from. which the fibrous roots grow; then- 
bake the fquill in an oven till the pafte is dry, 
and the fquill ts rendered foft and tender through- 
out. 
Volatile liniment. 

Take of oil of almonds, one ounce in meafure; 
of the fpirit of falarmoniac, the weight of two 
drachms. Shake them tegether in a wide mouthed 
vial, till they perfectly unite. 


«Lhe drying of fquills. 

Cut the fquill, after the outer {kin has been taken 
off, tranverfely into thin flices, and dry it with a 
very gentle heat. 

Liniment of three ingredients. 

Take of the common plaifter, four ounces in 
weight; of oil olive, four ounces in meafure; of 
vinegar, the meafure of one ounce. Sct them over 
a gentle fire, continually ftirring them til} the li- 
niment has acquired its due confiftence. 


The 
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The roafting of rubarb, and nutmeg. 


Roaft them with a gentle heat, til! they become 
eafily friable into powder. 


Saponaceous liniment. 


Take of the f{pirit of rofemary, a pint; of hard 
Spanith foap, three ounces; of camphor, one 
ounce. Digeft the foap with the fpirit of rofe- 
mary, till it is diflolved; then add the cam- 
phor. 

| White lintment. 

Take of oil olives three ounces in meafure ; 
of fpermaceti, the weight of fix drachms; of 
white wax, two drachms. Mele al] together with 
a gentle fire, brifkly ftirring without intermiffion, 
till the mixture is become quite cold, 


«Lhe burning of fponge. 
Heat the fponge in a covered veffel, till it bes 
comes black, and is eafily friable; then reduce it 
to powder in a glais or marble mortar, 


Green ointment. 


Take of the green oil, three pounds; of yel- 
low wax, ten ounces. Melt the wax with the ojl 
ever a gentle fire, continually ftirring till the mix- 
ture iscold, | 

The calcination of hart/born, 


Barn pieces of hartfhorn in a potter’s furnace, 
till they become perfectly white; then reduce 
‘them to powder after the fame manner as other 
terreftrious fubftances. | 


Ointment for blifers. 


Take of tried hog’s-lard, and of the bliftering 
plaifter, equal weights, Melt them together with 
@ very 
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avery gentle heat, and ftir them well, till fully 
cold. 
The extraction of pulps. 


Pulpy fruits, that are unripe, and thofe which 
are ripe, if-dry, are ta be boiled. in a fmall quan- 
tity of water, till they become foft ; then the pulp 
is to be preffed through a ftrong hair-fieve, and 
afterwards boiled over a gentle fire, and continually 
ftirred to avoid burning, till it is brought to adue 
coniiftence. 
 Caffia is alfo to be boiled out from the pod or cane 

bruifed, and reduced afterwards to a juft confiftence 
by evaporating the water. 

The pulps of fruits, which are both ripe and 
frefh, are to be prefied out without any previous 
boiling. 


Ointment of tutty. 


Take any quantity of prepared tutty, and mix 
with it as much purified viper’s fat,-as is re- 
quifite to bring it to the confiftence of a foft 
ointment. 

Ointment of three ingredients. 


Take of the common plaifter, four ounces in 
weight ; of oil olive, two ounces im meafure ; 
of vinegar, one ounce in meafure. Set them to- 
gether over a gentle fire, continually ftirring 
them, till they are brought to the confiitence of an 
ointment. 

Ointment of fulphur. 

Take of the fimple ointment, half a pound; 
of flowers of fulphur unwafhed, two ounces; 
of effence of lemons, a fcruple. Mix all toge- 
ther. 

Lead ointment. 


Take of oil olive, halfa pint; of white wax, 
an ounce and an half; of fugar of lead, two drachms. 


Rub

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Rub the fugar of lead, firft brought toa very fub- 
tle powder, with fome part of the oil; then add 
this to the wax melted with the reft of che oil, and — 
ftir the mixture till it is fully cold. 


Ointment of elder, 


‘Take of elder flowers full blown, four pounds ; 
of tried mutton fewet, three pounds; of oil olive, 
one pound, Boil the flowers, till they become al- 
moft crifp, in the fewet and oil firft melted toge= 
ther; then prefs them out. 


Ointment of tar. 

Take of tar, and of tried mutton fewet, equal 
weights. Melt them together, and ftrain, while 
hot. 

Ointment with precipitate of mercury. 

Take of the fimple ointment, an ounce and an 
half; of precipitated fulphur, two drachms; of 
white precipitate of mercury, two (cruples. Mix 
all together, and moiften them with the ley of tar- 
tar, to bring the whole to the confiftence of an 
ointment. 

Ointment of gum elemi. 


Take of tried mutton fewet frefh, two pounds ; 
of gum clemi, one pound; of common turpen- 
tine, ten ounces. Melt the gum with the fewet, 
and all being removed from the fire, add forthwith 
the turpentine, and, while the mixture is fluid, 
ftrain it. 

The weaker blue ointment. 
Take of tried hog’s-lard, four pounds; of quick- 
filver, one pound; of common turpentine, an ounces 
Rub the quickfilver in a mortar with the turpen- 
tine, till the quickfilver appears no Jonger; then 
add by degrees the lard warmed, and mix them 
diligently.

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The ftronger blue ointment. : 


Take of tried hog’s-lard, two pounds; of quick- 
filver, one pound ; of the fimple balfam of fulphur, 
half an ounce. Rub the quickfilver with the bal- 
fam of fulphur, till the quickfilver no longer ap- 
pears; then add by degrees the lard warmed, and 
carefully mix them. | 


Green bafilicon. 


Take of yellow bafilicon, eight ounces in weights 
of oil olive, three ounces in meafure; of prepared 
verdigreafe, one ounce. Mix all into an oint- 
ment. 

The firaining of fiorax. 

Boil ftorax in water til ic becomes foft, then 
prefs it out between warm iron plates, and feparate 
the ftorax now cleared of its dregs, from the 
water. 

Opium firained. 

Take of opium cut into fmall bits, one pound 
weight; diffolve it into a pulp with one pint or lefs 
of boiling water, with care to avoid burning; and 
while it remains quite hot, prefs it ftrongly through 
alinen cloth from its dregs; then reduce the ftrained 
opium by a water balneum, or other {mall heat, to 
its firft confiftence. 

Opium foftened in this fmall quantity of water, 
pafles the ffrainer unaltered in its fubftance, and 
treed only from dregs; but if it be diffolved ina 
large quantity of water, the gummy and refino.s 
parts will divide from each other. 

After the fame manner the reft of the gums ma’ 
be purified, fuch as gum ammoniacum, affa‘cetidas 
 galbanum, and the like. But a greater quantity of 
water may be fafely ufed. If the refinous part fub- 
fides, let it be taken out, and added towards the 
conclufion of the infpiflation, that it may unite with 
the reft into one uniform mafs. 
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Any gum (as galbanum,) which eafily melts 
may be purified by including the gum in a bullock’s 
bladder, and retaining it in warm water, till the 
gum becomes foft enough to be feparated from its 
dregs, by preffing through a canvas ftrainer. 
Preparation of millepedes. 


_ Let millepedes be inclofed in a thin canvas cloth, 

and fufpended within a covered veflel, over the 
{team of hot fpirit of wine; and they will foon be 
killed by the vapour, and be rendered friable, 


Black bafilicon. 


Take of oil olive, a pint; yellow wax, yellow 
rofin, and common pitch, of each nine ounces. Mel¢ 
all together, and flrain the mixture while hot, 


Yellow bafilican. 


Take of oil olive, a pint; yellow wax, yellow 
sofin, and Burgundy pi:ch, of each a pound; of 
common turpentine, threeounces. Melt the wax, 
rofin, and pitch, with the oll, over a gentle fire ; 
then take them off, add the turpentine, and frain 
4he mixture while it remains hot. 

Ointment of marfomallows. 

Take of the oil of mucilages, three pints; of 
yellow wax, one pound; of yellow rofin, half a 
pound; of common turpentine, two ounces. Mele 
the rofin and wax with the oil; then, thefe being, 
taken off the fire, add the turpentine, and frain: 
the mixture while itis hot, 


Pomatum. 


Take of tried hog’s-lard, two pounds; of rofe~ 
water, three ounces. Pound the lard with the 
rofe-water, till they are well mixt; then melt the 
Jard withavery gentle fire, and fet it by a little 
while, that the water may fubfide; afterwards 

ii potar 
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pour out the lard, and leave the water; then ftir and | 


beat the lard without ceafing, while it is growing 
cold, that it may be broke intoas light and yield- 
ing a mals, as may be; and then add as much 
eflence of lemons, as fhall be requifite to give it an 
agreeable {cent. 

White ointment. 


Take of oil olive, one pint; of white wax, four 


ounces; of fpermaceti, three ounces. Melt all to=-

without ceafing, till they are fully cold. 


Camphorated white ointment. 


This is made by adding to the former a drachm 


and an half of camphor, fift beat with a few drops 
of oi] of almonds. 


Conferves of the leaves of garden feurvy graf, Jpear- 
wunt, rue, and wooed forrel, of the tops of /ea-worm- 
wood; of the flowers of lavender, mallows, rofe- 
mary, andred rofes, white in bud; and of the. outer 
yellow part of Seville orenge peel. 7 
The leaves are to be plucked from their ftalks, 

and the fowers from their calix’s; the outer rind of 

the orange-peel fhou'd be feraped off with a ra‘p, 

or grater, every one of them when thus prepared, is 

to be pounded in a mortar with a wooden peftle, firft 

by itl and then with the addirion of three times 

its weight of double refined fugar, till they are well 

incorporated together. | 
Conferve of hips. 

Take of the pulp of rips hips, one pound; of 
double refined fugar, twenty ounces 5 and mix them 
into a conferve. : 

Conferve of flses. 

Scald the floes in water to foften them, taking 

care their {kins are not broken; then take them 
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out and exprefs their pulp, which mix with thrice’ 
its weight of double refined fugar. 


Bhftering plaifiers 


‘Take of the drawing plaifter, two pounds; of 
eanthaiides, one pound; of vinegar, half a pint. 
‘The plaifter being melted, a little before it hardens, 
fprinkle in, and mix the cantharides, reduced to a 
very fine powder; then add the vinegar, and beat 
all well together. 

- The feorbutic juices. 

Take of the juice of garden fcurvy-grafs, 2 
quart; the juice of brook-lime, and of water-creflesy © 
of each one pint; of the juice cf Seville oranges, a 
pint anda quarter. Thefe being mixed, let them 
fland till the dregs fubfide; then let the juice be 
poured off clear, or ftrained. 


Rob of elder-berries. at 
Let the depurated juice of elder-berries be in= 
fpiffated, with a gentle heat, toa proper confiftence, 


Elaterium, * 


Slit ripe wild-cucumbers, and pafs the juice, 
gently prefled out, through a very fine hair fieve 
into a glazed veffel; fet it by fome hours, till its 
thicker part fha]l have fubfided: then pour off as 
much of the thin part of the juice, as can conve- 
‘niently be done, by inclining the veflel, and draw 
away the reft by the filtre: let the thicker part. 
which remains, be covered over with a linen cloth 
and dried, either in the fun or by a gentle fire. 


Extracts, of the roots of elecampane, gentian, and 

black hellebore; and of the leaves of rue and favin. 
Boil them in water, ftrain and prefs out the decoc- 

tion, and fet it by, till its dregs are fubfided; then 
L2 boil. 
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boil it to the confiftence of a pill, with care to- 
wards the end to avoid burning. , 


Extract of liquorice. 


Boil the roots of liquorice lightly in water, ftrain 
and prefs out the decoction ; then, after its dregs 
have fubfided, boil it away, till it will not flick to 
the fingers, ufing due care towards the end to avoid 
burning. 

Extrad of logwood. 


Take of logwoed, in powder, one pound. Boil 
it four times, or oftener, in a gallon of water to 
half; then boil all the liquors mixt together and 
itrained, to a juft confiftence. ; 


Extra& of Peruvian bark, both fuft and hand 4 


‘Take of Peruvian bark, reduced to powder, one 
pound; of water, ten or twelve pints. Boil for an 
hour or two, and pour of the liquor, which will 
be red and tranfparent; but as foon as it grows 
cold, becomes yellow and turbid; boil the bark 
again in the fame quantity of frefh water as before, 
repeating thefe boilings till the liquor remains tran~ 
{parent when cold: then evaporate all thefe de- 
coctions ftrained and mixt together, to the prorer 
coufiftence, over a gentle fue, with due care ta 
avoid burning. 


This extract is to be prepared under a double 
form; one, of the confiftence of a pill; the other, 
hard enough to be reduced to a powder. 


Extra of lignum vita, foft and hard. 


Take of the fhavings of lignum vitz, one pound, 
Boil them four times, or oftener, in a gallon of 
water to half; then infpifiate the liquors, after 
they have been ftrained: but when the water is 
near all dried away, add a {mall partion of rectified 

{pirits 
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fpirit, by which the extract will be brought to an 
uniform and tenacious mafs. 


‘This extract is alfo to be prepared under two 
forms, one fofter and the other harder. 


Extradi of jalap. 


Pour upon jalap root powdered, rectified fpirit 
of wine; and with a due heat draw a tincture; and 
boil the refidue feveral times in water: after ftrain- 
ing, draw off the fpirit from the firft tincture, til 
it begins to thicken; infpiflate alfo the ftrained 
decoctions; then mix the two extracts, and, with 
a gentle fire, reduce them to the confiftence of a 
pill. | 

The cathartic extract. 

Take of focotorine aloes, an ounce and an half; 
ef the pith of coloquintida, fix drachms ; feam- 
mony, and the lJefler cardamom feeds hufked, of each 


half an ounce; of proof fpirit, a pint. The fpi- |. 


rit being poured upon the colcquintida cut {mail, 
and the feeds bruifed, draw a tinCiure with a gentle 
heat continued four days; then, to the tincture 
preiled out, add the aloes and fcammony, firft fepa- 
Fately reduced to powder; and, theie being dil- 
folved, draw off the {pirit, and reduce the mafs ta 
the confiftence of a pill. 


Lhe gum and refin of aloes. 


‘Take of facotoring aloes, four ounces 3 of water, 
a quart. Boil the aloes till it is diffolved as much 
as may be, and {fet al] by for a night: the retin 
will be precipitated to the bottom of the veflel: 
the liquor poured off or ftrained, being evaporated, 
will leave the gum. 

Oil of almonds. 

Let either {weet or bitter almonds that are frefh, 
be pounded in a ftone mortar, and then the ob 
forced out with a prefs not heated, 
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After the fame manne> fhould the oil -be preffed 
from linfeed and muftard-feed. 

Effentio oils, from the root of fafafras; from the 
leaves of fweet marjoram, wild marjoram, pepper 
mint, {pear mint, penny-rojal, rofemary, rue, fa- 
vine, and wormweed ; from the flowers of chamo- 
mile, and lavender 5 from the feeds of anife, carra- 
way, cummin, and dill; fromjusiper berries; and 
Srom the fpices, cloves, nutmeg, and others. 

‘Thefe oils are obtained by diftillation, with an 
alembic and large refrigeratory. Water muft be 
added to the materials, in fufficient quantity, to. 
prevent their burning, and the fubjeét be macerated 
in that water a little time before the diftillation. 
The oil comes over with the water, and either 
fwims on the top, or finks tothe bottom, according 
as it is heavier or lighter. 


Oil of box. 

_Diftil pieces of box in a retort with a fire gra- 
dually railed. The oil will come over with an acid 
fpirit, from which the oil is to be feparated by a 
funnel. 


Oil of bricks. . 

Let bricks heated red-hot, be plunged into oil 
olive, till the whole is imbibed: then the bricks 
being fuficiently broke, are to be put into a re- 
tort: and, by a fand heat the oil will afcend, with 
a {pirit, which is to be feparated from the oil. 


Oil of Barbadoes tar. 
Let Barbadoes tar be diftilled in a fand heat, and 
oil will afcend with a fpirit. 
Oil of turpentine. 
Turpentine is to be diftilled with water in a 


copper flill, like the eflential oils of vegetables. 
After 
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After the diftillation, remains in the ftill yellow: 
rofin. 
This, cil is often, though improperly, called 
fpirit of turpentine. 


The etherial oil, and the balfam of turpentine. 


Let oil of turpentine be diftilled in a retort with 
a very gentle heat, till. what remains is become of 
the confiftence of a balfam.. ; 

Balfam of turpentine may alfo be diftilled from 
yellow rofin, whence, after a portion of oil, which 
muft be removed in time, will come a thick bal- 
fam; a blackifh rofin remaining in the retorts. 
which 1s alfo called colophony. 


Compound oil of balfam of cepaivas 


‘Take of balfam of copaiva, two pounds ; of gun 
guaiacum, four ounces. Diftil them together im. 
a retort. ‘ 

Purified nttre. 


Boil nitre in water, and {train the water through 
bloffom paper; then, after due evaporation, fet it. 
by in a cold place, that the nitre may fheot. 

' In the fame manner is purified fal-ammoniac.. 


Barnt alum, 


Let alum be put into an iron or earthen veflel, 
and calcined as long as it rifes up andfwells.. 


Caleined vitriol 


Put green vitriol into an earthen veffel, and cal- 
‘eine it with an open fire as long as it exhales any 
moifture; then take it out by breaking the veffel,. 
and fet it by for ufe, well clofed from the air. The 
vitriol is moft perfectly calcined, if, at the bottom: 
and fides of the veflel containing it, it is become 
red. | | 


ke Sale 
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Salt of wormwood. 


Let the afhes of wormwood be put into an iron 
pot, and kept red-hot by a ftrong fire for fome hours, 
often ftirring them, that all remains of oil may be 
burnt out; then boil them in water; ftrain the 
water, which will be impregnated with the falt, 
through paper, and evaporate it to drynefs. 


In this manner is to be prepared the fixt alka- 
line falt of any plant, whofe afhes will yield thae 
kind of falt. 

Salt of tartar. 


Wrap up any fpecies of tartar in ftrong brown 
paper, firft made wet, or inclofe it in a proper 
vefie)], and expofe it to the fire, that its oil may be 
burnt out; then boil it in water, and collect its 
falt, as before. 

Ley of tartar. - 


When the tartar is calcined white, let it be put 
ina damp place, that it may liquify by the moifture 
of the air. 

Soluble tartar. 


Take of any alkaline fixt falt, a pound ; of water, 
a gallon. ‘The falt being diflolved in the water 
boiling, throw in chryfta's of tartar in powder, as 
long as any fermentation is raifed, which ufually 
ceafes before ,thrice the weight of the alkali is 
thrown in. Then ftrain the liquor through paper 5 
and after due evaporation fet it by, for the fale to 
chryftallize, or elfe evaporate the liquor wholly 
away, that the falt may be left dry. 


Soap leys. 


‘Take equal weights of Ruffia pot-afh, and quick- 
lime, and throw water upon them by degrees, till 
the lime is flaked ; then throw on more water, and 

} Stir 
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ftir all together, that the falt of the afhes may be 
diflolved; after fome time pour the liquor, (filtered 
through paper, if needful) into another veffel. A 
true flandard wine pint of this liquor, meafured 
with the greateft exactnefs, ought to weigh juft 
fixteen ounces; if it is heavier, for every drachm it 
exceeds that weight, an ounce and an half of water 
in meafure is to be added to each pint of the liquor ; 
but, if it is lighter, it muft be boiled, till the like 
quantity of water is carried off, or elfe muft be 
thrown upon frefh lime and afhes. 


Almond foap. 


Take any quantity of freth oil of almonds, and 
thrice its meafure of the foap-leys. Digeft then 
together for fome time, in fuch a heat wherewith 
the mixture fhall but juft boil, and within a few 
hours the oil and Jeys will be united ; after which 
the liquor in boiling will foon become ropy, aad in 
a good degree traniparent, and will cool into the 
coniiftence of a jelly; then throw in fea falt, till 
the boiling liquor has loft its ropinefs; continue 
the boiling, till drops of the liquor being received 
upon a tile, the water is feen to feparate freely 
from the coagulated foap; then remove the fire,, 
_and the foap will gradually rife to the top of the 
liquor, which is to be taken out, before it is cold, 
and put into a wooden frame, which has a cloth 
for its bottom: in the laft place, being taken out, it 
is to be fet by, till it acquires. its juft confiftence. 


After the fame manner may foap be made with 
oil olive; in which the fineft oil ought to be em= 
ployed, that the foap may be as little ungrateful, 
either to the palate or ftomach, as poffible. 


L6 The 
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The common fironger caufiic. 


Boil to a fourth part any quantity of the foap- 
leys above defcribed ; then fprinkle in, while boil- 
ing, lime that has been kept in a veffel pretty clofe 
ftopt for feveral months ; continue to add this lime,. 
till all the liquor is abforbed, and the whole reduced 
to a pafte, which is to be kept in a veffel well 
ftopt. 

The common milder cauftic. 


Take of fott foap, and of frefh quick limes 
equal parts; and mix them at the time of ufing. 


Spirit of vinegar. 
Let vinegar be diftilled with a gentle heat as long 
as the drops fall free from any empyreuma. 


If fome part of what comes firft off, be thrown. 

away, what is referved will be ftronger. 
. Diuretic falt. 

Take of any alkaline fixt falt, one pound; and 
boil it in four or five pints of diftilled vinegar with 
a very gentle heat; when the fermentation ceafes, 
add more diftilled vinegar ; and when the fermen- 
tation arifing from the addition is over, pour on 
another quantity of the like vinegar; and proceed 
thus till the vinegar being near all evaporated, frefh 
vinegar will not excite any fermentation ; which 
will generally happen by the time about ten quarts 
of vinegar fhall have been ufed; then gently eva- 
porate to drynefs. ‘The falt left will be impure, 
which is to be melted for a time, but not too long, 
with a gentle heat, afterwards diffolved in water, 
and tranfeolated through paper. If the meliing 
Ras been rightly performcd, the ftrained liquor will 
be limpid and colourlefs, like water, but etherwife 
brownith. Laftly, the water is to be evaporated 
with a very gentle heat, in a fhallow veilel; 

falt, 
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falt, as it dries, being frequently ftirred, that the 
humidity may the fooner be difcharged. This fale 
muft be kept in a clofe veflel, that it may not run 
by the moifture.of the air. ; 

The falt ought to be very white, and fhould 
diffolve wholly, either in water, or fpirit of wine, 
without leaving any faces. If the falt,- though: 
ever fo white, leave in fpirit any faces, after it 19 
diffolved in this fpirit, it is to be filtred through: 
paper, and dried again. / 


Fhe weak and frrong fpirit of vitriol, alfo the colcothar. 


Vitriol, firft calcined, is to be diftilled in earther: 
veflels for three days without intermiffion, ina re- 
verberatory heat; the liquor drove off being di- 
{tilled over again in a glafs retort, with a fand heat, 
the weak fpirit will afcend, the {trong remaining 
behind, which is ufually, though improperly, called 
oil of vitriol. 

W hat remains in the earthen veffels after the firf& 
diftillation, is called the colcothar of vitriol. 


Glauber’s [pirit of nitre, 


Take of nitre, three pounds; of the ftrone 
fpirit of vitriol, one pound. Let them be mixt with 
caution, and gradually, under a chimney; after- _ 
wards let them be diftilled, firft with a gentle heat, 
and then with a ftronger. 


Glauber’s fpirit of fea-falt. 

Take fea-falt, and the ftrong foirit of vitriol, 
of each two pounds; of water, one pint. The 
oil and water being firft mixt together, add the 
mixture gradually to the falt, under a chimney ; 
then difti), fir with a {mall, and afterwards with a 
‘ftronger fire. | ; 


Aqua- 
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Aqua-forits. | 
Take nitre, and green vitriol, net calcined, of each 
- three pounds; of the fame vitriol, calcined, a pound 


and an half. Mix all well together, and diftii with 
a very {trong fire, as long as red fumes arife, 


Compound aqua-fortis. 
Take of aqua-fortis, fixteen ounces in weight 5 
of falt, one drachm. Diftil to drynefs. 
Salt of vitriol. 


Take of white vitriol, a pound; of the ftrong 
fpirit of vitriol, an ounce in weight; of water, as. 
much as is fufficient. Dziffolve the vitriol by boil- 
ing ; then ftrain the decoction through paper, and 
after proper exhalation fet itin a cold place, that 
the falt may fhoot. 

Vitriolated tartar. 


Take of green vitriol, the weight of eight ouncess 
of water, two quarts. ‘The vitriol being diffolved 
in the water boiling, throw in falt of tartar, or 
any other fixt alkali, till ail fermentation ceafes 3. 
which ufually happens after throwing in four 
ounces, or fomething more, of the alkaline falt. 
Then ftrain through paper, and evaporate duly, 
that the falt may chryftallize. | 

Vitriolated nitre. 


Diffolve the cake left after the diftillation of 
Glauber’s fpirit of nitre, as defcribed above, in 
bot water; and after purifying through paper, eva- 
porate, that the falt may fhoot. 

Glauber’s cathartic fait. 


Diffolve in water, the cake which remains after 
the diftillation of Glauber’s fpirit of fea-falt 5. purify 
the folution through paper, and then duly evapo- 


rate it, that the falt may chriltallize. 
Spirit 
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Spirit of fea-falt coagulated. 


Pour gradually upon fpirit of fea-falt, the lixi- 
vium of any fixt alkali, till all fermentation ceafes 3 
and then evaporate to drynefs.~ 


Dulcified fpirit of vitriol. 
Take of the ftrong fpirit of vitriol, called the oi, 
one pound; of reétified fpirit of wine, one pint. 


Dulcified fpirit of nitres 


Take of rectified fpirit of wine, one quart; of 
Glauber’s fpirit of nitre, half a pound. Mix them 
by pouring the fpirit of nitre on the other, and 
diftil the mixture with a gentle heat, as long as 
what comes off will not raife any fermentation 
with a lixivial falt. 


Spirit of fulphur by the bell. 


Let fulphur be fet on fire under a glafs veffel 
fitted for this purpofe, which is ufually called a 
bell, and the acid fpirit will drop from it, which 
is to be received into a difh placed underneath. 


Spirit, falt, and oil of amber. 

Let amber be diftilled by a fand heat, gradually 
increafed. From it will arife a fpirit, oil, and falt,, 
foul by a mixture of the oil. 

The oil diftilled again will part into a thinner 
oil, which will afcend, and a thicker part remain, 
called the balfam of amber. j 

The falt is to be boiled either in the fpirit, or 
water, and fet by to fhoct: thus it will be freed _ 
from its oil, and the oftner this procefs is repeated, 
the purer will the falt be. 


Spirit, falt, and oil of bartfhorn. 
Diftil fragments of hartfhorn with a fire gradu- 


ally raifed to a great height. A foirit, falt, and 
oil will afcend. 


If 
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If the oil be feparated, and the fpwit and falt 
mixt together, be diftilled again with a very gentle 
heat, they will both rife more pure. If this is 
carefully repeated feveral times, the falt will be- 
come very white, and the fpirit as limpid as waters. 
with a grateful {mell. 

If the falt be feparated from the fpirit, and fub- 
timed, firft from an equal weight of fine chalk,. 
and then again from a {mall quantity of rectihed 
fpirit of wine, it wil become fooner pure. 

Calcined hartfhorn is, for the moft part, made by 
burning the horns, after they have pafled through 
the preceding operation. 

After the fame manner a fpirit, falt and oil, may 
be diftilled from any animal fubf{tance. 


Fhe foirit, falt, and oil of foot. 


Diftil wood foot in the fame manner as hartf- 
horn; but here more labour is required to render 
the fpirit and falt pure. 


Volatile falt of fal-armoniac. 


Take of the fineft chalk, or whiting, two 
pounds; of fal-armoniac, one pound. Sublime 
the volatile falt in a retort with a {trong fire. 


Spirit of fal-armoniac. 
Take of any fixt alkaline falt, a pound and an: 


half; of fal-armoniac, a pound ; of water, two. 
quarts. With a gentle fire diftil off one quart. 


Dulcified [pirit of fal-armoniac. 


Toke of any fixt alkaline falt, half a pound; of 
fal-armoniac, four ounces; of proof fpirit, three 
pints. Diftil off, with a gentle fire, a pint and an.

Let fulphur be fublimed in a fit veflel; and any — 
part of the flowers, which may have concreted, 
are to be reduced to powder by a wooden mill, or 
in a marble mortar with a wooden peftle. 


Flowers of fulphur wafbed. 


Pour water on the flowers, to the height of 
three or four fingers above them, and boil them. 
for a time: then pour off this water, and with 
frefh cold water wafh the remains of this away 3. 
then dry the flowers for ufe.

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The fimple balfam of fulphur. 


Boil flowers of fulphur in four times their weight 
of oil olive, in a pot lightly covered, till the oil 
and fulphur are joined into the confiftence of a 
balfam. 

In the fame manner is a balfam of fulphur alfo 
prepared with Barbadoes tar. 


Precipitated fulpbur. 

Boil flowers of {ulphur with thrice their weight 
of quick lime, till the fulphur is diflolved, and 
filtre the folution through paper; then with weak 
{fpirit of vitriol make a precipitation, which is to 
be often wathed, till ic is become quite infipid. 


Sulphuraied water. 


‘Take of water, a quart; of fulphur, half a 
pound, Let fome portion of the fulphur, fet on 
fire in an iron ladle, be fufpended over the water: 
in a clefe veffel: and let this be repeated, as often 
as the fumes from the laft fulphur {ubfide, till the 
whole is burnt away. 


The ruft of freel prepared. 

Expofe filings of fteel to the air, and moiften 
them fometimes with water or vinegar, till they 
are turned into ruft; then rub them in a mortar, 
and by pouring on water, wafh off the fineft pow- 
der ; the refidue, which by moderate rubbing was. 
not brought to a powder fine enough to be wafhed. 
off, is again to be expofed moift to the air, and, 
when farther rufted, is to be treated as before. 
‘The powder thus wafhed off, is to be dried and 
kept for ufe. 


Steel prepared with fulphur. 
Touch the fteel heated to a white heat, with a 


roll of brimftone, that the fteel may melt, and 
- drop 
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drop into water placed under it. “Chen let it be 
feparated from the fulphur, which has dropt along 
with it into the water, and be reduced into the 
fineft powder. 


Martial flowers. 


Take of wafhed colcothar of green vitriol, o# 
of iron filings, one pound ; of fal-armoniac, two 
pounds. Mix and fublime them in a retort, and 
mixing again the bottom with the flowers, renew 
the fublimation, till the flowers. acquire a beauti- 
ful yellow colour. eee i 

To the refidue may be added half a pound of 
frefh fal-armoniac, and the fublimation repeated; 
and the fame procefs may be thus continued on, 
as long as the flowers rife duly coloured. :

Set by the refidue after the foregoing fublima- 
tion, in a damp place, that it may liquify by the 
air. | 


Salt of iron. 


Take of the ftrong fpirit, or oil of vitriol, the 
weight of eight ounces; of filings of iron, four 
ounces; of water, a quart. Mix them, and when 
the ebullition has ceafed, fet the mixture fome time 
upon a fand heat; then filtre the liquor through 
paper, and evaporate it, that the falt may chry{- 
tallize. 


The lunar cauftic. 


Diffolve pure filver by a fand heat, in about 
twice its weight of aqua-fortis; then dry away the . 
humidity with a gentle fire ; afterwards melt it in 
a crucible, that it may be poured into proper 
moulds, carefully avoiding over much heat, left 
the matter fhould grow too thick, See page 81.

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Sugar of lead. 


Boil ceruffe in diftilled vinegar, in a leaden vef= 
fel, till the vinegar is fufficiently fweet ; then filtre 
the vinegar through paper, and after due evapora- 
tion fet it by, that the jalt may fhoot. 


The medicinal fone. 


Take alum, litharge, and bole-armeniac, or 
French bole, of each half a pound; of the colcothar 
of green vitriol, three ounces; of vinegar, a quarter 
of a pint.

Corrofive fublimate. 


Take of purified quickfilver, forty ounces ; of 
fea-falt, thirty-three ounces ; of nitre, twenty- 
eight ounces; of calcined green vitriol, fixty-fix 
ounces. Rub the quickfilver firft with about an 
ounce or more of corrofive,fublimate in a wooden 
or ftone veffel, till it breaks into fmall grains; then 
mix it with the nitre, afterwards with the fea-falt, 
till the quickfilver quite difappears; laftly, add the 
calcined vitriol, but do not rub the mixture too 
long with it, left the quickfilver fhould begin to 
part again.

Dulcified mercury fublimate. 


Take of corrofive fublimate, one pound; of 
purified quickfilver, nine ounces. Add the quick- 
filver to the fublimate reduced to powder, and ina 
glafs matras digeft them together in a gentle fand 
heat, often fhaking the glafs, till they are united, 
‘Then augmenting the heat, fublime the mixture.

Take of quickfilver purified, and of the com- 
pound aqua-fortis, equal weights.

Coralline mercury. 


Pour upon the mercurial red corrofive, thrice its 
weight of rectified fpirit of wine, and digeft them 
tomether two or three days in a gentle heat, often 
fhaking the veflel: then fet fire to the fpirit, ftir- 
riag the powder continually till the fpirit is quite 
burnt away. 

The yellow mercurial emetic. 


Pour upon purified quickfilver in a glafs veffel, 
double its weight of the ftrong fpirit of vitriol. 
Let the liquor heat gradually, and then boil till in 
the bottom of the glafs there remains a white 
mais, which is to be perfectly dried with a ftrong 
heat. ‘[his, upon the effufion of warm water, 


will turn yellow, and fall into powder. Rub this 
powder 
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powder and the warm water diligently together in 
a glafs mortar. “Then, when the powder has fub- 
fided, pour off this water, and wafh the powder 
often with frefh water, till it is become perfectly 
free from all acrimony. 

The precipitated fulphur of antimony. 

Take of antimony, fixteen ounces; of tartar, a 
pound; of nitre, half a pound. Being feparately 
reduced to powder, mix them well, and throw 
them by degrees into a crucible, red hot, and melt 
the. mixture with a firong fire; then pour it out 
into a conical mould, that the metallic part, com- 
monly called the regulus of antimony, may fall to 
the bottom, while the fcoriz float at top. Diffolve 
thefe fcorize in water, and filtre the folution through 
paper; then precipitate the fulphur, by dropping 
in fpirit of fea-falt; and afterwards wafh it with 
water from the falts adhering. 

Crocus of antimony. 

Take of antimony and nitre, equal weights. — 
Being feparately reduced to powder, let them be 
well mixt, .and then gradually thrown into a hot 
crucible, to meit; the matter being poured out, is 
to be feparated from its fcoriz.

Wafbed crocus of antimony.

After infufing for an hour or two, ftrain 
it, either through paper or acloth, without any © 
prefiing out.
